EOS ANGELES IN FAR­ 


HAN MACHINE

NEARLY ONE HOUR IN HIO 


Soars Nearly Three Times As High 


As Did Latham.—Aviator De­ 


clares 
Weather 
Perfect 


for Flying 


Aviation Field, Los Angeles, Cal., 
Jan. 12.—(Louis (Paulhan, the French 
aviator, broke all official and un­ 
official recc 
for altitude in a Far- 
man biplane late loday. 


-It is estimated that he rose to a 
height of more than 4,000 feet. 
As 
methods of measurement were not 
exact, this may be questioned, but 
I: is certain that he exceeded Hubert 
Lathan’s record, made at Mourmelon, 
France, (December I, 1909, which was 
given at 1,600 and 1,800 feet. 
The instrument on Faulhan's ma­ 
chine registered his greatest height 
at 4,600 feet. 
The judges’ record of Paulhan’s 
altitude, which is still to be sanc­ 
tioned officially, 
was 1,524 meters, 
approximately 5,000 feet. The time 
in the air was 50 minutes 46 sec- 
ands. The time of descent was 7 
minutes 30 seconds. 
‘Paulhan made his 
great 
record 
shortly after losing the speed record 
of the course to Glenn H. Curtiss. 
The Frenchman using an engine 
tha 
had just arrived from 
Paris, 
had been almpst constantly in the 
limelight all the afternoon. He had 
circled the course agrin and again, 
ners 
in 
daring fashion 
that made 
his wife shiver. 
Cortandt Field Bishop, president of 
the Aero Club of America, stood in 
front of he judges’ stand, enthusias­ 
tic ever the beautiful 
scene 
tjia 
stretched out before him. 
“I never saw such perfect weather 
for aviation. We ought to have the 
altitude record broken tday,” he re­ 
marked. 
A minute later Paulhan rose in 
the air. He made a short circle over 
the mass of craning spectators. Cur­ 
tiss had felt the lighter current and 
come 
down. 
Hamilton 
had 
landed 
tamely. Paulhan pointed nor;h, went 


up 1,000 feet, passed over the cen­ 
ter of the -field again as though to 
take another last look ac a human 
face, then turned north and up again. 
By this time .here was just one 
thing for the crowd—the Frenchman 
ami his air-sailing machine rapidly 
bacame a speck in the gathering twi­ 
light. 


Breaks World’s Record 
At the estimated height of 1,300 
feet Paulhan described a great circle 
as if feeling the currents. By this 
time he was a mile and a half from 
camp. When word had spread that 
he had (beaten the world’s record the 
vast throng was roused to frenzy. 
At 5 o’clock the machine became 
plainer. Paulhan .began to descend. 
He came down easily in front of the 
grand stand after being in the air 
nearly fifty-one minutes. As be leap­ 
ed from his machine, cheeks glow­ 
ing and eyes flashing, he was grab­ 
bed by his friends and carried to 
the grand stand, where he bared his 
head amid *a thunder of cheers. 
Paulhan gave the crowds another 
treat earlier in the afternoon. The 
balloon New York, which had ascend­ 
ed from Huntington Park, came drift­ 
ing toward aviation camp. In it was 
Mine. Paulhan, among other guests, 
and 
when 
the 
Frenchman 
caught 
sight of it he sprang to his Farman 
machine, snapped out instruction to 
his helpers and in a flash darted off. 
A l that moment iBeachey and Knab- 
enshue Hi their dirigibles had s arted 
toward New York, but Paulhan aris­ 
ing in a wide circle to a height of 
600 feet sailed a mile or more over 
the fields and the fringe of trees 
that lined the camp on the north 
until he approached close enough to 
hail his wife in the balloon and then 
sweeping dwn he paid his respects to 
Beachy and Knaufoenshue. 
Toward noon Miscarol in a Bleriot 
monoplane flew down the far end of 
the course and wheted the appetites 
of the crowd, which tiad grown by 
this tim* to tremendous proportins.

Guthrie, Ok., Jan. 12.—Gov. Hask­ 
ell today issued his call for the leg­ 
islature to meet in special session 
here beginning 9 a. rn.. Thursday, 
Jan. 20.—Only two questions are re­ 
ferred to, being the regulation of coun 
ty officers’ compensation and the re­ 
duction of the taxing limits. Other 
matters may be submitted during the 
session. 
The governor recommends that the 
pay of the county officers be fixed 
upon ‘ fair living salaries” , in place 
of fees, as is done now, and that the 
laws be cleared of their ;tr*$iguity. 
I: is suggested that the legislature 
lower the maximum tax limits, so far 
as the power of taxing boards may 
be exercised without a vote of the 
people of the district to be affected. 
He recommends that the maximum 
limi ation be reduced to the end of 
only 
providing for 
necessities and 
that the voting of bonded indebted­ 
ness be placed under legislative pro­ 
vision as far as possible. This, he 
thinks, will require more considera­ 
tion by the people before incurring 
indebtedness through 
bond 
issues. 
The proclamation also suggests that 
the practice of valuing real estate ev­ 
ery year for the purpose of taxation 
is a needless 
expense 
and 
recom­ 
mends that the valuation placed upon 
real estate this year shall stand for 
five years. The governor’s proclama­ 
tion is as lo Mo wa: 
“The administration of affairs of 
government of our sta e. its count­ 
ies and other subdivisions, the maiq- 
tenance of our educational system, of 
our penal and other institutions, the 
public 
improvements 
and 
enforce­ 
ment of laws, necessitate the levying 
of axes and raising of revenues from 
various sources, ana in the conduct 
of government, state and local, the 
compensation of many public ofgcers. 
“No office can be conducted with 
efficiency and economy, unless men 
of sufficient experience and educa­ 
tion are employed and we must be 
mindful of the fact that every cap­ 
able officer is enti led to be fairly 
paid for the service performed. 
County Officers' Pay. 
“’Our present state laws fixing the 
fees and salaries of 
most 
of 
our 
county and other public officials were 
passed (by the Oklahoma Territorial 
legislature several years before the 
state was organized and are still op­ 
era .ive. 
But 
unfortunately 
we find 
the various laws on the subject of 
fees and salaries of officials so com­ 
plicated, chaotic and indefinite as to 
make it impossible to determine their 
real 
meaning and application, and 
therefore, the county attorneys, as 
well as o hers learned in the law in

the state find it utterly impossible 
to harminize in the construction and 
application of these laws, and aft­ 
er two years’ experience in State 
government, there 
is 
no 
uniform 
practice arrived at and no certainty 
as to the real meaning of the laws 
governing optical fees and compensa­ 
tion. 
And this controversy can only 
be brought to an end by legislative 
action making definite 
and 
certain 
what public officers may justly re­ 
ceive for their service. 


Recommends Salary for Officers. 
/4I believe that the law should be 
so amended thai every county offi­ 
cer would have his compensation fix­ 
ed at a fair living salary and that all 
offices that receive fees from the pub­ 
lic should be required to carefully 
collect and deposit such fees in the 
county treasury and that In every 
class of public service the legislature 
should carefully amend the law so as 
to limit the payment of salaries only 
to officers actually required for the 
public good and at ra es of compen­ 
sation such as the same class of ef­ 
ficient service would receive in pri­ 
vate business or occupation. 
“The question may be asked why 
this subject could not be deferred 
for the consideration of the regular 
session of the legislature one year 
■hence. 
In answering this, I desire 
to say that I am advised by able le­ 
gal authority that under our state 
constittuion the salary of an offi­ 
cer can not 'be decreased or diminish­ 
ed during the term to which he has 
been elected. 
If 
the 
law 
is 
no; 
amended before the general election 
next November, it could not be made 
operative for three years, and, there­ 
fore, lf the people of Oklahoma are 
to have the benefit that 
will ac­ 
crue to them 
from 
a 
reasonable 
amendment of the present fee and 
salary law, it must be done prior 
to the next election. It will easily be 
ascertained that many times the cost 
of a short session of the legislature 
at this time can (be saved without 
doing injustice to those who serve 
the 
public 
in 
official 
capacity. 
If 
the 
legislature 
shall 
make 
such 
amendment at this time, those elec - 
ed to office next November will be 
subject to the provisions thereof. 
Taxes Should Be Reduced. 
“Every patriotic citizen of Okla­ 
homa understands that to enjoy the 
blessings 
of 
self-government 
they 
must contribute to the expense there­ 
of, and this expense of government 
we term ‘taxation.’ 
“Stric ly honest officers, whose duty 
it is to fix the tax limit from year to 
year within their jurisdiction, are at 
times overimpressed with the neces­ 
sity for speedy and extensive pub­ 
lic improvements the laudable ambi­ 
tion to make Oklahoma attractive to 
the world at times, we believe, warps 
the judgment of honest 
men, 
and 
leads them to forget that when Ok­ 
lahoma may have equaled or excell­ 
ed other states in the estimate of 
strangers, i; is far more ‘likely to 
be when we are able to say that 
Oklahoma has more homes of com­ 
fort, 
more homes of plenty, 
than 
when in the absence of such homes. 
we coul donly say that Oklahoma has 
more fine public 'buildings than oth­ 
er states. 
“I emphatically believe 
that 
the 
firs; consideration should be home 
comforts, and realizing that the dol­ 
lars for tax payment come largely 
from the same source from which 
the dollars must come to house and 
maintain the family, I therefore pro­ 
test against any taxation in excess 
of 
he actual necessity of 
the 
dis­ 
trict. township, city, county or state 
for the necessities thereof, adminis­ 
tered with rigid economy and that 
public convenience requires privilege 
of half yearly paym ent. 
“In making the constitu ion of Ok­ 
lahoma, knowing 
that 
most 
new 
States of the la.-1 forty years had 
gone bankrupt by reckless taximan, 
the convention 
departed 
from 
“he 
usual cus om in writing state con­ 
stitutions, 
and 
inserted 
maximum 
tax limits beyond which the taxing 
authorities of the state and its sub­ 
divisions could not legally go. but it 
was no; con expiated that the tax 
levies would reach the maximum ex­ 
cept in rare cases of necessity. But 
after two years I find ;he disposition 
to levy the limit in many cases. 
Limit in Taxing Power of Board*. 
“I therefore urge that the legisla­ 
ture should reduce to lower maxi­ 
mum limi s, so far as the power of 
the taxing boards may be exercised 
without a vote of the people of the 
district affected by -any levy, and I 
earnestly 
recommend 
to the leg's- 
lature tha; every maximum limitation 
be subs aerially reduced, that neces-

I further recommend that the voting 
of 'bonded indebtedness upon the dis­ 
trict, county or municipality shall be 
placed unde.- le g is la te provision so 
far as possible, requiring greater con­ 
sideration by the people, and a bet­ 
ter opportunity for the people to ex­ 
press their wishes before any such 
bond issues are legalized. 


"We mast not forget that a 'bond 
issue upon a district, a county or a 
city, or the state, is in effect a mort­ 
gage upon all the property wi bin 
such area, and must in time be paid 
by the taxpayers thereof, ft Is far 
better that Oklahoma shall turn its 
energies and its earnings into creat­ 
ing peace and plenty than it is to 
rush madly into schemes and enter­ 
prises and unnecessary 
pnbllc 
im­ 
provements, which may well be de­ 
ferred for years to come. 
“I believe also that 
the 
present 


practice of valuing real estate every 
year for the purpose of fixing its tax­ 
able value is an extraordinary and 
needless expense, and I therefore rec­ 
ommend tha; when the valuation is 
placed 
upon 
real estate this year 
that such valuation shall stand for 
the ensuing five years. 


“The permanent character of real 
estate will warrant this method, and 
will thus leave on4y for annual *■b i­ 
liation new buildings, if any, on real 
es a e and chattel propery, whim by 
reason of its 
changeable 
character 
necessitates annual valuation. A tre­ 
mendous amount of expense will he 
saved, and no harm will be done to 
the public.

that 
we 
naught enter our new* and beautiful 
church. From all indications, some 
lawless and base individual entered 
the church, through a window’ in the 
pastor s study on

w’ere wrapt in slumber, and a cold 
wind blowing, and set fire to our 
church. As we

Instead of having the priv­ 
ilege and pleasure of worshipping in 
our new church, w’e had to stand out

carry forward our work it is very 
necessary that we raise up out of 
the ashes anr build a good mod­ 
ern brick church a t once. 
On the 
next day after the burning, the mem­ 
bership of our church and the citi­ 
zens of our town subscribed liberal­ 
ly to build another place of wor­ 
ship; but as we are $1,100 in debt 
and the (Methodise church has offer­ 
ed $1,000 for the arrest and con­ 
viction of the guilty party, or parties, 
it is apparent to all that we are 
much in need of help. (Now, while we 
cannot so state with absolute cer­ 
tainty; it is our belief, with many 
other good citizens of our commun-1

Washington, Jan. 13.—Through the 
efforts of Representative Bird Mc­ 
Guire of Oklahoma, a paragraph has 
been Inserted in the Indian bill which 
provides for the turning over of the 
Indian 
school 
at Chilocco 
to 
the 
states of Oklahoma. It is proposed 
that the state use the buildings and 
grounds for an insane asylum. 
The only cost to the state of se- 
curing this valuable property will be 
an agreement to care for the Indian 
insane patients within .the state. 
As 
about one-third of the Indians of the 
country reside in Oklahoma, Mr. Mc­ 
Guire thinks that this is a sufficient 
consideration for the buildings. But 
he is apt to experience considerable 
apposition to the provision on the 
aoor of the huse, as sine of the 
members are inclined to believe that 
the state should be required to pur­ 
chase the buildings at their apprais­ 
ed value.

ell today issued his call for the leg- 
islature to meet in special session 
here beginning 9 a. m., Thursday, 
Jan. 20.—'Only two questions are re- 
ferred to, being the regulation of coun 
ty officers' .compensation and the re- 
duction o'f the taxing limits. Other 
matters may he submitted during the 
session. 


The governor recommends that the 


pay 
of the county ofiSpe^s *i|fe "fixed 
; 


upon "fair living sala^^s"." in jplace 
of fees, as is d6ne>how^, and J?hat the 
laws 'be cleared of "their afi^^uity. j 
I; is suggested that the legislature; 
lower the maximum tax limits, so far ! 
•as the power of taxing 'boards may j 
he exercised without a vote of -th'e'i 
people of the district to fbe affected.! 
He recommends that the maximum j 
limiiation be reduce-d to the end of; 
only providing for necessities -and; 
that the voting of ibonded indeibted- 
ness be placed under legislative pro- 
vision as far as possible. This, he 
thinks, will, require, more considera- 
tion by the people before incurring 
Indebtedness through 
bond 
issues. 


The proclamation also suggests that 
the practice of valuing real estate ev- 
ery year for the purpose of taxation 
is a needless expense and 
recom- 


mends that the valuation placed upon 
real estate this year shall stand for 
five years. The governor's proclama- 
tion is as follows:

direct taxes for the main enance of 
state government could toe wholly 
•voided The first year of statehood 
one and one-fourth mills was levied 
lor the maintenance of state gov- 
ernment This curren year a levy of 
aboiK one mill was made for the 
current expenses ot the state gov- 
ernment, but It was found necessary 
by an act of our last legislature to 
add one-fourth of one mill to the 
sta e levy for disitrtbut'on to aid in 
supporting the common 
schools of 


Ibe state, and an additional amount, 
equal to about one-fourth of one mill 
•was added to the state tax levy to 
pay for the building of cer ain perm- 
anent public in sftitutions and due to 
the fact that certain 
corporations 


and industries, against <tb.e earnings

cise, gross production and income 
taxes have been levied for state pur. 
poses, and which corporations and 
Industries had, b> temporary injunc- 
tion granted (by the federal courts 
avoided, at least for the time he- 
Ing, the payment of these state rev- 
enues.

we found that we lacked abou $1100 
to enable us to settle with our con- 
tractor and take possession of our 
new church "tfany of our good mem- 
bers 
worked diligently and made 


great sacrifices 
In order that we 


might meet the indebtedness. Our 
trustees assumed a -financial obliga- 
tion of $1100 until we could get some 
help from

the last effoit to raise the amount 
of mone> necessary in order to set- 
tle 
with 
the contrac or, that we 


might enter otu new and beautiful 
church 
From all indications some 


lawless and base individual entered 
the church through a window in the 
pastor s study on

(December 12th, at aibout 2 o clock A 
M 
while the citizens of our town 


were wrapt in slumber, and a cold 
wind iblowing, and set fire to our 
church

means of combating the flames our 
new church was soon in ashes. "We 
had looked forward tp that day as 
ibeing a high day m Israel, it being 
our first quarterly conference oc- 
casion 
Instead of having the priv- 


ilege and pleasure of worshipping in 
our new church we had to stand out 
m 
the 
bi ter 
cold no convenient 


place to worship At present we are 
doing the best we can under the 
Ada District Tabernacle 
In order 


to * hold oar 
people -together, and' 


carry tatwafd 
our woii it Is "Very 


inecessany that we raise up oat ot 
Jthe ashes anr build a good mod- 
ern l>rlek church at once 
On the 


next day after the iburnlng, the mem- 
bership of OUT church and the citl- 
.zeiis of our town subscribed liberal- 
ly to ibuild another place of wor- 
ship, but as we are $1,100 In debt 
and the Methodist church has offer- 
ed $1,000 for the arrest and con- 
viction of he guilty iparty, or parties, 
It \s apparent to all that we are 
much In need of help (Now, while we 
cannot so state with absolute cer- 
Jtainty, it is our belief with many 
other good citizens of our commun- 
ity, hat the lawless element of our 
community is to ibe blamed for the 
destruction of our church, a great 
flght having been made recently to 
enforce the prohibition law. Know 
Ing that Methodism Is connectionail, 
we. In this great hour of atfllcjton 
appeal to her membership through- 
out the connection, for help at once 
What we do must Ibe done quickly 
Believing that righteousness will tri- 
umph over every enemy, and ibeliev- 
ing that all good citizens will sym- 
pathize wi h us in. this great cal- 
amity a ad have a desplre to offer an 
everlasting rdbuke to the 
act of the individual who ourned our 
church, and expecting an Immediate 
and hearty response from the mem- 
bership of our church, we beg to re- 
main, your bre hren In Christ

Washington, Jan 13—Through the 


efforts of Representa Ive Bird Mc- 
iGuire of Oklahoma, a paragraph has 
been Inserted in the Indian bill which 
provides for the turning over of the 
Indian school at Chilocco to the 
states of Oklahoma 
It Js proposed 


that the state use he 'buildings and 
grounds for an insane asylum 


The only cost to the state of se- 


curing this valuable property will ue 
an agreement to care for the Indian 
insane patients within he state 
As 


about one-third of the Indians of the 
country reside m Oklahoma Air. Mc- 
Guire thinks that this is a sufficient 
consideration for the buildings But 
he is apt to experience considerable 
apposii Ion to the provision on the 
aoor of the huse as sme of the 
members are inclined to believe that 
the s»ate should be required to pur- 
chase the foundings at their apprais-
